My  Lords, 

I  HAVE  reCerved  myfelf  till  novY  in  this  debate.  Indeed  I  did 
nut  think  it  neceflary  to  fpeak,  after  (b  many  of  my  ingenious 
friends,  who  have  difcufled  this  fubjecft  with  an  elocution  and  in* 
tegritv,  that  mull  reflect  equal  honour  on  their  hearts  and  abili* 
ties ;  but  the  fentiments  of  the  noble  lord  on  the  wool-lack,  juil: 
delivered,  forces  me  from  my  (eat ;  and  I  (hould  think  ^myielf 
wanting  in  my  duty,  as  a  friend  to  this  houfe,  to  the  condicution, 
and  confequently  to  the  caule  lam  embarked  in,  did  I  forego 
making  (bme  obfervations  on  opinions,  I  think,  pre^ant  with  (iich 
unconftitutional  doctrines. 

As  to  the  noble  lord’s  reafons  on  the  (irft  meafure  of  thu  de¬ 
bate,  why  he  concealed  them,  or,  what  is  equally  the  (ame,  onljr 
communicated  them  in  confidence  to  one,  I  have  nothing  to  do 
with ;  they  mzy  appear  fufBciently  cogent  to  influence  him  to  adb 
fo,  though  I  could  not  reconcile  it  to  my(e|f,  in  a  matter  of  fuch. 
importance,  to  fit  totally  neuter.  There  is  a  period,  when  this 
pot  fed  fituation  in  (b  principal  an  officer  of  the  crown  becomes 
dangerous  to  the  date,  as  well  as  criminal  in  the  party ;  and  the 
negation  of  advice,  when  wanted,  very  often  may  be  of  the  moft 
fatal  and  dangerous  conlequeoce. 

My  noble  friends  who  have  fpoken  early  in  this  debate,  partL 
cularly  the  noble  lord  who  faces  me  (meaning  lord  C— — •—«)  has 
very  fully  and  fatitfaAorily  (btwnyou  theillegalitjufthe  Middle*

{ex  proceedings  in  parliament.  He  has  explained  how  the  votes 
of  eledlors  have  been  unwarrantably  fet  afide ;  how  the  Houfe  of' 
Commons  have  aflTumed  a  power  in  refpect  to  the  ele^Ucm  in  point, 
of  felling  up  their  will  againll  Magna  Charta,  the  Bill  tif  Rights, 
and  ihofe  fundamental  laws  from  whence  the  people  at  Urgt 
derive  their  privileges;  in  fhort>  he  has  very  judiciolJ^ly^ ’painted 
its  proctfs,  and  held  it  out  in  that  (frong;  yet  not  overcharge,  co¬ 
louring  it  really  wears. 

The  mvble  lord  on  thewooUfack  a(ks— In  allcontcfled  eledlions, 
who  Hiould'the  people  refbrt  to  but  the  Houfc  of  Commons,  to  de¬ 
cide  on  tbeir  legality?  I  agree  thus  far  with  the  noble  lord  ;'they 
arc  very  judicioully  the  refort  in  thefe  cafes;  but  what  do  they 
deierininc  tm  ?  Why,  they  are  to  determine  on  the.  qualitications 
of  the  voters,  the  validity  of  charters,  ufage  of  places,  and  the 
niajority  of.  the  number,  of  electors  thus  qualified.  Rut  in  tlie 
cafe  before  us,  the  opponent  does  not  even  pretend  that  any  of 
ibefe  were  broke  in  upon  ;  coiifciuus  of  being  able  to  play  a  fafer 
and  more  expeditious  game,  be  only  jwodnees  his  296  votes^  which, 

I  hough  but  a  fourth  part  of  what  was  voted  againll  him;  fervei 
him  etfecluaUy ;  and  he  takes  bis  feat  as  if.  he  had  an  apparent 
inajni it y.  qualified  in  every  refpcc't  agreeable  to  the  principles  of 
the  confiiiuiion.  * 

But  then  it  is  objee^ed,  that  Mr  Wilkes  being  an  expfllcd 
member,  he  could  not  be  conlidercd  as  a  legal  oppoiienu '  Will 
that  nohle  lord  fulVer  -me  to  alk  him  Another  quellron  by  w^y  of 
anfw'cr?  W^as  there  not  a  tipie  when  Mr  W'ilkes  was  not  under 
expiilljon,  and  when  he  was  unaniinon/ly  chofen  ?  What  then  pre* 
yetued  the  Houfe  from  admitting  him  their  tneiiibtr  ?  J  ara  alhaiii« 
od  to  guefs  at  it,  merely  becanlc  they  nould  act  in  an  arbitrary, 
dictatorial  manner,  in  fpitc  of.law- or  precedent,  ag.  inll  reaiun  or 

jullice, - A  Sf.CRKT  INFLURNCH  had  faid  the  word,  *' Mr 

W  likes  lhall  not  Jit,”  and  the  fiat  was  to  be  obeyed,  though  is 
tore  lip  the  heart-lirings  of  this  excellent  conditution. 

The  noble  lord  has  been  very  expert  in  referring  to  caihs; 
has  I  lie  wir  great  (Irength  of  memory,  .as  wcll^s  indullry,-  info' 
readily  priKlncing  them*;  but,  I  apprehend,  the  quellion  ibould  b# 
Vsken  upon  a  more  broad  and  general  bottom,  not  only  as  a  parti¬ 
cular  can/iidate  againll  a  particular  candidate;  not  as  Mr  Wilkes 
eppofrd  to  colonel  J.uiiercl,  bill  as  the  eleoiors  at  large  againll 
t^c.alTuined  power  of  the  lioiife  of  Commons.  The  noble  lord, 
though  I  am  vciy  well  acquainted  with  the  goodnefs  of  bis  me¬ 
mory,  and  have  hutjull  now  home  icUlmony  to  it,  where  one 
hrauch  of  legUlaiinn  took  cognisance  of  the  other,  haf|  however* 
forgot  one  precedent;  I  (hall  beg  leave  to  remind  him  of  it^ 

^ain  fiire,  when  I  niencioii  it,  his  intimate  knoivledge  with  ihc 
hidory  of  thiscountrv,  will  readily  furnilh  him  with  xj-ecolledlioa 
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talked  of  to  be  tbeti,  as  the  expalfion  and  incapacitation  of 
Mr  Wtlkes4s  at  this  day^  and  it  received  almod  aa  great  an  au« 
ilioriiy;  it  received  the  atitfaoaity -of  the  twelve  jadges  of  the 
land,  afleinWcd  in  folemn  convocation  in  the  court  of  exchequer, 
a  ratiiicatkin  that  nothing  cotiid  be  feemjngly  (honger*  '  But 
wlnt  did  the  fuccceding  parliament,  who  met  in  the  lyear  1640^ 
do?  W  hy,  the  very  firlt  thing  they  did  was  to  nullify  that  deters 
niination,  is  being  contrary  tb  the  laws  of  the  land,  and  injuritoiil 
to  the  rights  of  the  people  And  will  any  one  be  hardy  enough 
pt  iliis  day  to  affert  they  did  wrong*.^  So  far  from  being  alarmed 
at  one  aci  of  legiflation  interfering  with  another,  they  confidrrfd 
that,  though  it  was  a  painful  a;5t  of  neceflfity,  yet  it  was  better  to 
d'»  r<),  than  fuffer  themfelvcs  to  be  enflaved.  The  people  juftly 
joined  in  the  try,  and  it  then  ceafed  to  be  a  cafe  between  Mr 
ti.tinpden  and  the  king)  but  the  people  of  England  againft  venal 
and  opprclfive  miitiilers* 

1  will  fuppofe,  for  a  moment,  that  our  anceflors  aifled  as  the 
noble  lord  on  the  wool-lack  at  prefent  advifes ;  that  they,  for  feat 
ot  iomeniing  the  divilions  of  the  people,  acquiefeed  under  the  fen- 
tcnce  of  the  judgesi  What  would  be,  at  this  day,  the  eonrequencet 
AVliy,  my  lords,  we  fliould  only  be  taxed  at  the  arbitrary  will  of 
a  minifter;  and  if  we  dared  complain,  we  fliould  be  trearted  a| 
perfons  acting  in  oppofition  to  the  laws  of  the  land. 

As  for  my  part^  1  mufl  agree  with’ my  noble  friend  wbo  made 
this  motion,  that  I  will  join  tny.  feeWc  efforts  to  the  voice  Of  the 
people;^  and  the  leifder^  I  hear  them  cry,  the  more  I  fliall  be 
plea  fed,  and  fhsll  ever,  while  they  proceed  in  a  l^gel  manner,'  he 
proud  of  the  honour  of  aililling  them.  Let  ut  connder,  my  lords, 
we  are  not  bow  debating  a  ridiculous  point  of  precedence  or  hoi ' 
noiir,  but  the  liberties  and  laws  of  this  country  5  and  fn  fuch  a  cri^ 
tical  point  of  neceflity,  it  becomes  us  to  be  fangtiine,  it  beeomesul 
to  be  uuwtaried  in  our  endeavours.  This  judgment  palled  upon 
the  Middlefex  eletftion  has  given  the  cotiftltution  a  more  danger* 
ous  wound,  than  any  which  were  given  during  the  twelve  years 
abfence  of  parliament  in  the  reign  of  Charles  1.  And  th^gh 
this  bill  may  be  rejected  (as  wc  arc  fenfiblc  how  far  a  majority 
will  fuperfede  reafon  and  argument),  1  trail  in  the  good  fen^  and 
fpirit  of  the  people  of  ihti  country,  jthat  they  will  renew  the 
claims  of  their  inherent  and  unalienable  right  to  a  true  and  free 
reprerentcitiondn  parliament;  and  if  feflien  after  feffion  the  fame 
fatal  influence  fliould  con tinae  (which,  for  the  peace  and  happineA 
of  this  conntry,«heaverf  avert!)  I  expefl  Englilhmen  will  not  lo^ 
light  of  this  bill  at  the  next  general  eletflion,  but  that  then  th^^ 
will  make  fuch  a  compaet  with  the  defied,  as  to  procure  an  equaif 
reprefentation,  and  a  fell  redrefs  'of  the  teeny  diffiruhles  thejl: 
have  laboured  uoder.'  •  *

The  Age  of  LOUIS  XV.  Being  the  Sequel  of  the  Age  ^

SCARCE  was  Charles-Kdward  mafler  of  Edinburgh,  when 
learnt  that  he  might  come  to  an  engagement,  and  he  prepa. 
red  for  it  as  fad  as  polfible.  He  knew  that  general  Cope  was  ad¬ 
vancing  againd  biro  ;  that  the  militia  was  railing  in  all  parts 
that  regiments  were  forming,  in  England  ?  that  others  were  feni 
for  home  from  Flanders  :  in  *fine,  that  he  had  not  a  moment  Xp 
lofe.  He  quits  Edinburgh,  not  leaving  a  fiugle  (eddier  in  it; 
marches  with  about  three  thonfand  Highlanders  towards  the.^g. 
liih,  who  were  to  the  nnmber  of  four  thoufand,  and  had  t^  re¬ 
giments  of  dragoons.  The  Prince's  cavalry  confided  only  of  fomc 
lumpier  borfes.  He  neither  gave  himfclf  the  lime  nor  the  trouble 
to  fend  for  his  ficld-pieces  :  he  knew  that  the  enemy  had  fix  ; 
but  nothing  dopt  him  ;  he  catne  up  with  the  enemy  at  Predon- 
pans,  about  feven  miles  from  Edinburgh  ;  he  was  fcarce  arrived, 
when  he  ranged  his  little  army  in  order  of  battle.  The  duke  of 
Perm  and  lord  George  Murray  cotifmanded,  the  one  the  right,  and 
the  other  the  left  wing  of  the  army,  that  is  to  (ay,  each  about 
ftven  or  eight  hundred  men.  Charles-Edvvard 'had  fo  (Vrung  au 
Idea  of  conqued,  that,  before  he  charged  the  enemy,  he  remark¬ 
ed  a  defile  by  which  they  might  retreat,  and  fent  five  hundred 
Highlanders  to  take  polTedion  of  it  :  thus  he  engaged  with  only 
two  thoufand  five  hundred  men,  having  not  fo  much  as  a  fecood 
fine  of  battle,  nor  a  corps  de  referve  .•  he  drew ,  his  fword,  and, 
flinging  the  fcabbard  at  ibme  didance  from  him  ;  My  conipa- 
•  iiions,"  fays  he,  “  1  will  not  flieaih  it  again  till  you  arc  free  and 
*  happy.”  He  had  got  poilefTion  of  the  field  of  battle  almod  as 
foon  as  the  enemy,  and  he  did  not  give  them  time  to  make  a  di(^ 
charge  of  their  artillery.  His  whole  force  marched  up  rapidly  to 
fhe'Engliih,  without  keeping  their  ranks,  making  ufe  of  bag-pipes 
indead  of  trumpets  ;  they  fired  at  about  twenty  paces  from  the 
enemy,  then  threw  down  their  mufkets,  and  bolding  their  targeti 
with  one  hand  over  their  heads,  they  rufhed  in  between  the 
fantry  and  the  cavalry,  dabbing  the  horfes,  and  attacking  the  Ibl* 
diers  with  their  fabres.  Every  thing  that  is  new  and  unexpended 
terrides  ;  this  iintifual  way  of  fighting  frightened  the  Englilfh  : 
flrength  of  body,  w'hich  is  not  at  prelent  of  any  ufe  in  other 
battles,  was  of  great  fervice  in  this  :  the  Englifh  gave  way  on  all 
Tides  without  making  any  relidance  ;  eight  hundred  were  (lain  ; 
the  red  fled  to  the  place  the  Prince  had  noticed,  and  there  four¬ 
teen '  hundred -were  taken  prifbners.  Every  thing  fell  into  the 
hands  of  the  conqueror;  he  formed  ^  a  body^nf  cavalry  with  the 
horfes  of  the  enemy's  dragoons.  Gcii.  Cope  was  obliged  to  fly  ; 
the  nation  murmured  at  him  ;  he  was  tried  by  a  conrt>raartial  for 
Rot  Concerting  hb  meafures  properly  ;  hot  he  was  Rcqaicied  ;  and 

•  it 
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it  inconteftibly  appeared^  that  what  decided  the  battle  w?s  the 
preft*ncc  of  a  Prince  who  infpired  his  party  with  unbpunded  con¬ 
fidence  ;  but  chiefly  the  new  manner  of  fighting,  which  aflonifh- 
ed  the  fclnglifli  ;  this  was  an  advantage  which  alniofl:  always  fuc- 
ceeds  the  firfl  lime,  and  which  the  commanders  of  armies  perhaps 
do  not  ftifficiently  attend  to. 

Prince  Edward  loft  only  fixty  men  in  this  engagement.  ^  The 
only  difficulty  attending  his  vi^ory,  was  how  to  difpofe  of  hb  pri- 
foners,  who  were  nearly  equal  in  number  to  their  conquerors.  Ha¬ 
ving  no  place  of  fecurity,  he  relcafcd  them  on  their  parole,  after 
fwearing  them  not  to  take  up  arms  againft  him  in  the  fpace  of 
twelve  months.  He  only  kept  the  wounded  to  take  care  of  them  ; 
and  this  magnanimity 'jgained  him  new  adherents* 

A  few  days  after  this  viclory,  a  French  and  a  Spanifli  (hip  arrived 
Vipon  the  coafts,  and  brought  him  money  and  frefli  hopes  :  there 
were  foinc  Irifti  officers  in  thefe  veffeb,  who  had  ferved  in  France 
and  Spain,  and  were  qualified  to  difeipline  hb  troops.  The  French 
velfel  brought  him  a  private  envoy  ^  from  the  king  of  France^ 
who  landed  at  the  port  of  Montrofe  on  the  i  ith  of  0<ftober,  with 
money  and  arms.  The  Prince  returned  to  Edinburgh,  and  fiiw 
his  army  Ibon  after  augment  to  near  fix  thoufiind  men  :  order  be^ 
gan  to  be  eftabliftied,  as  well  among  hb  troops  as  in  his  domeftip 
airiir.s.  He  had  a  court,  officers,  and  fecretaries  of  ftate  ;  he  w^as 
I’lipplied  with  money  from  thirty  miles  round  the  country.:  ito  e- 
nemy  appeared  ;  but  he  wanted  the  caftle  of  Edinburgh,  the  on¬ 
ly  place  of  real  ftrength,  which  might  ferve^him  for  a  magazine, 
and  for  a  retreat  in  cafe  of  neceffity,  befides  keeping  the  capital 
in  awe.  The  caftle  of  Edinburgh  is  built  upon  a  fteep  rock  ;  ic 
has  a  large  fofle  cut  in  the  rock,  and  walb  twelve  feet  thick.  TJi« 
place,  though  irregular  in  itfelf,  requires  a  regular  fiege,  and  a* 
bovc  all  heavy  cannon.  •  The  Prince  had  not  any  ;  he  iherefprq 
found  himfelf  under  a  ncccflity*  to  permit  the  city  to  make  ap  a- 
greement  with  general  Gueft,  by  which  the  city  engaged  to.  mpf 
ply  the  caftle  with  provifions,  on  condition  that  the  caftle  nioul4 
not  fire  on  the  city.  '  ,  , 

This  finifter  event,  however,  did  not  feem  to  derange. hb  af¬ 
fairs.  The  court  of  London  began  to  be  greatly  afraid  of  hinpi 
lince  it  endeavoured  to  render  him  odious  in  the  eyes  of  thp  people^ 
It  reproached  him  for  being  born  a  Roman  Catholic,  and  accufi*4 
him  of  coming  to  overturn  the  religion  aod  laws  of  the  country  .x 
on  his  part,  he  continually  protefted,  that  the  church  of  Englanq 
and  the  Prelbyterians  ftiould  have  no  more  to  fear  from  him,  al¬ 
though  born  a  Roman  Catholic,  than  from  king  Gcqrge,  who 
born  a  Lutheran.  Not  fo  much  as  a,  f^gle  profit  appeared  ac  hlf 
court ;  he  did  not^fo  ftiuch  as  require  that' ftiould  name  h^xq

in  the  public  prayers  ia  the  parifli  churches,  but  contented  hunfetf 
with  their  ufing  a  general  prayer  for  the  King  and  the  KoyabFa^ 
luily,  without  indicating  any  perfon.  ^ 

The  king  of  hngland  had  returned  in  great  hade  on  the  ittk 
of  September^  to  oppofe  the  progiefs  of  the  revolution  ;  the  loft 
of  the  battle  of  Preiionpans  alarmed  him  to  fuch  a  degree,  thu 
he  did  not  think  himielf  Urong  enough  to  refill  ii  with  the  KnglUh 
anikiiia.  .  Several  of  the  nobility  raifed  regiments  at  their. own  ex« 
pence  in  his  favour  ;  and  the  whig  party  in  particular,  which  il 
the  prevailing  party  in  £.ngland,  made  a  point  of  preferving  the 
government  it  had  eltablillH'd,  and  the  family  it  had  placed  on 
the  throne:  13ut  king  C'^orge  r»lle<fling,  chat  if  Prince  Edward 
fiioLild  receive  frelh  luccours,  and  have  fariiier  fuccels,  4hefe  very 
iniliiia  might  turn  agaiiift  himiclf ;  be  exac^led  a  new  oath  ftom 
the  militia  of  London  *;  this  oath  of  lldelity.  w  as  couched  iiv  rhefe 
very  terms:  **  1  abhor,  I  deled,  i  rcjec^t  as  an  impious- opinion^ 

*  that  damnable  doctrine,  I'hat  princes  excommunicated  by  the 

*  pope,  may  be  depofed  and  alia Ifiua led  by  their  iubjecis;  or  any 

*  other  perlons  whatever,  But  there  w  as  no  queflioii  ol >x^ 

totnmuTiication,  nor  of  the  Pope  in  this  ad'air  ;  and,  as  for  alTafOa 
nation,  they  could  hardly  apprehend  any  other,  but  that  which 
had  been  publicly  propofed,  with  a  revvard  of  thirty  thoufand 
pounds  lUrliiig.  According  to  the  cuUoin  eflablUhed  in  tinies  of 
trouble,  fince  the  reign  ot  William  111  all  the  Roman  catholic 
priells  were  ordered  to  depart  from  London  and  its  environs.  But 
it  was  not  the  catholic  priells  they  had  occalion  to  dread  ;  thole 
who  profelTcd  that  religion  liici  not  make  an  hundredth  part  of 
the  people  ;  it  was  the  valour  of  Prince  Edward  j  it  was  the  in¬ 
trepidity  of  a  victorious  army,  animated  by  unexpet^ed  fucceCs* 
King  George  was  obliged  to  lend  for  lix  thoufand  of  his  troops  in 
FUnders,  and  to  demand  fix  thoufand  more  of  the  Uutch,  in  vir- 
tut  of  treaties  fubliiUng  with  their  republic. 

The  (lates.general  feiii  him  the  very  troop?,  w  hich,  by  tlie  eapitetr 
lation  of  Tour  nay  and  Dendermond,  could  not  ferve  in  lefs  than  eigh¬ 
teen  months.  They  had  promifed  not  to  engage  in. any  iervicey 
not  even  in  the  mod  didanc  towns  .ol  the  frontiers  ;  and  the  dates 
juitibed  this  infraction,  by  faying,  that  England  was  not  a  fron^ 
tier.  They  were  obliged  to  lay  down  their  arms  before  the 
French  troops  ;  but  it  was  alledged,  that  they  were  not  going  to 
fight  againd  the  French  ;  they  were  not  to  enter  into  any  forei« 
iervice  ;  il  was  anfwered,  that,  in  effeid,  they  were  not  in  any  ro* 
reign  fervice  fince  they  were  fiibjec't  to  the  orders,  and  recciveck 
the  pay  of  the  dates-gcncral. 

B> -fuch  dillinc^ions  as  thefe,  the  capitulation  which  was  as  didin^* 
as  podible,  but  in  which  a  cafe  which  no  one  foreCiw,  could  not  hm 
CprciHed,  was  eluded. 

Altbo’  there  happened  at  this  time  fundry  other  great  events,  I 
ihall  purfoe  that  of  4be  revolution  of  Kiiglaildi  and  the  order  bf 

affairs 
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affairs  fliall  br  jiirfipiTccI  to  thtf  order  of  time,  which  wiH  not  fuffer 
by  it.  Nothing  fcrvres  to  prove  the  {brcngth  of  alarms  ib  tnucii  at 
eKcefs  of  precau4ioni.  . 

1  cannot  forbear  inentioning,  in  this  pl.ice,  an  arrUict  made  life 
<»rti)  render  the  perfon  of  Charles- j£d ward  odious  in  Ix>ndoB:  an 
inijginary  journal  vt'as  printed,  in  which  a  coinparifen  whs  made 
between  the  events  related  in  the  news-papers,  under  the  govern- 
iiJtnr  of  king  George,  with  tbofe  which  they  fiippofed  would  be 
rdonled  in  thefe  papers,  under  the  dumination  of  a  Catbolte 
J’rincc.  " 

At  prefent,  faid  they,  our  news-papers,  at  one  time,  give  us  an 
a(  count  i>f  the  ircafures  cart  led  to  the  bank,*  Avhich -have  been 
taken  from  French  and  Spaniih  Oiips*,  at  another,  that  we  have 
d(  inolilhed  f^orto.bella,  that  we  have  taken  Louilbourg,  and  are 
millers  of  the  coin  met  ce  of  the  globe.  Now  let  us  fee.  what  the 
p.ptrsvvill  mention  under  the  adininidration  of  the  Pretender: 

day  he  was  pi’oclaimed  in  all  parts  of  London  by  Highlanders 
and  IViars;  feveral  houfes  have  been  burnt,  and  a  number  of  cU 
ti7cn^  inulTlicred. 

“  The  4th,  The  Soutli-fea  houfe  and  India-houfe  were  convert¬ 
ed  into  convents/  .

The  28tb,  The  law  ef  Habeas  Corpus  was  aboliilied;  and  s 
new  act  paiFed  for  burning  heretics. 

The  291  b,  Father  Poignardini/  an  Italian  Jefuit,  was  made' 
keeper  of  the  privy •feal.^’ 

In  the  mean  time,  the  law  of  Habeas  Corpus  was  a<flually  fuf^ 
pended  on  the  28th  of  October.  This  law  is  regarded  as  a  ftinda- 
inental  one  in  Eugland,  and*  thebnlwark  of  the  freedom  of  thtf 
nation  :  by  this  law,  |he  king  cannot  caufc  any  citii^n  to  be  im- 
1  rUoiied  longer  than  twenty- four  hours;  he  mud  then  be  exami¬ 
ned  and  releafed  without  l»il  till  his^trial  U  ready ;  aud  if  he  baH 
heen  arrefted  unjudly,  the  fecrriary  of  date  may  be  made  to  pay 
dearly  for  cytvy  hour  of  his  condnetnent. 

The  king  has  not  a  right  to  caiife  any  member  of  parliament  .to 
he  arrefted,  on  any  pretence  whatever,  without  the  confent  of  .the 
honfe.  T'he  parliament  in  times  of  rebellion  fufpends  all  thefef 
laws  by  a  particular  aCf,  and  gives  the  king  a  power  toicize  all 
f'lfpecFed  peijlpns  during  fuch  times  only.  No  member  of  etther- 
houfe  furnilhed  the'  lead  pretext  for  aa  arrelL  $oroe|  howevrr^f 
'vere  fufpected  by  the  publffc  to  be  Jacobites^  and  feveral  of  ,thn 
citizens  of  London  were  tacitly  of  that  party.  Bnitiioa  oQe*wotdd 
haziird  hi$  life  aod  fortune  on  uncerWtia  lipfNtat  aaiArod  iind  tr 
quietude  agitated  every  mind  :  every  one  liw^afnaul  /  to*lpeak 
It  is  a  crime  in  this  country  to  driak  to  the heaUihfef  api^ferihed 
prince  who  pretendj  40  ^  it  waafenpea^^  BiHljl  <11

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der  the  reigning  emperor,  to  keep  the  (latues  of  his  competitor  in 
their  houfes.  They  drank  at  London  to  the  health  of  the  King 
and  the  Prince,  which  might  mean  either  King  James  and  his  fon 
prince  Charles- Ld ward,  or  king  George  and  his  eldeft  fon  the 
prince  of  Wales,  The  fecret  abettors  of  the  revolution  contented 
thenifelves  with  ]>ublifhing  writings,  fo  cautioudy  worded,  that 
their  party  might  eafily  underlland  them,  while  the  government 
could  not  condemn  them.  A'great  many  of  this  fort  were  diflri* 
huted  ;  and  one  among  others,  in  which  it  was  adveriifed,  **  That 
there  was  a  young  man  of  great  expectations,  who  was  on  the 
point  of  making  a  conliderable  fortune;  that  in  a  fhort  time  he 
}>ad  made  twenty  thoufand  pounds,  but  was  in  w'ant  of  friends  to 
cllahlilh  himfelf  at  London.’’  The  liberty  of  the  prefs  is  one. of 
thofe  privileges  of  which  the  EnglilJ)  are  extremely  jealous.  The 
law  of  the  .land  docs  not  permit  atrcmbling  and  haranguing  the 
people;  but  it  allows  of  converling  w’ith  the  whole  nation  in  writ¬ 
ing.  'Fhe  government  caufed  all  the  printing-offices  to  be  fearch- 
ed,  hut  having  no  right  to  ihnt  up  any  except  a  crime  is  proved  a- 
o.iin(l  them,  they  let  them  alone. 

'Lhe  contlernaiion  was  manifed  at  London,  when  the  ntws  ar¬ 
rived  thit  Prince  Edward  had  taken  Carlifle,  that  his  army  in-* 
creafed,  and,  at  length,  that  l>c  was  at  Derby  about  thirty  leagues 
from  London ;  it  was  now  that  he  had  national  Englilhmen  in  his 
troops;  three  hundred  inhabitants  of  the  county  of  Lancaftcr  in- 
lilled  into  his  Manchefter  regiment:  mean  time  report,  which  al¬ 
ways  augments  things,  made  his  army  thirty  thoufand  (Irong.  Ic 
was  rumoured  that  the  whole  county  of  Lancafter  had  declared 
for  him.  The  ffiops  and  the  bank  at  London  were  (hut  up  for  a

C,  Is  then  the  publication  of  a  little  book  criminal  ? 

7.  No.  ^ 

C.  W'hy  then  was  you  called  to  try  the  defendant,  for  publiflv 
ing  a  libel,  w  hich  you  fay  is  a  little  book,  if  it  was  not  criminal 
J,  The  publication  of  every  little  book  is  mod  clearly  not  cri¬ 
minal  ;  or  elfe  the  pnhlifher  of  Wake’s  Catcchifm,  or  the  hiftory 
ol  Robin  Hood  and  Little  John,  would  be  criminal. 

C.  What  then  is  it  that  makes  it  fo  ? 

7.  It  is  the  malice,  the  falfehood,  the  wickednefo,  or  the  fcdL 
tionlnefs  of  it,  and  the  like,  that  conditotes  the  crime. 

r.  How  can  that  be,  when  I  have  heard  my  neighbour  Farmer 
Jones  inlid  up<m  it,  that  he  hath  often  heard  my  lord  judge  upon 
the  bench  declare,  that  the  jury  had  nothing  to  do  either  with 
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the  malice,  the  falfehood,  the  wickednefs,  or  tlie  redltiofi  of  it  j 
that  that  was  all  form  ;  and  they  were  only  to  find  w^heiher  the 
delendant  did  publilh  it  ? 

7.  You  certainly  mull  be  miftaken  ;  for  Farmer  Jonci  never 
coiilJ  lay  any  fuch  thing. 

C.  The  farmer  did  fay  fo  ;  and  I  am  pofuive  of  it.  • 

7.  Then  let  us  reafon  the  matter  together 

C,  With  all  my  heart.  I  long  to  hear  your  opinion,  as  the  af* 
fair  feems  to  be  of  great  confequcnce.  ‘ 

7.  As  you  have  often  been  upon  a  jury,  I  fuppofe  you  have  hot 
forgot,  that  it  is  always  cuftomary  fur  the  jury  to  take  an  oath  be« 
fore  the  trial.

I’o  this  the  defendant  pleads,  that  he  is  not  guilty  in  manner  and 
form  as  the  information  dates  ;  and  puts  hioifelf  ii|>on  his  coun¬ 
try.

C  Pray,  what  do  you  mean  by  the  words  manner  and  form  ? 

7*  By  the  words  manner  and  form,,  I  apprehend,  Sir,  the  de¬ 
fendant  means  to  fay,  that  he  did  not  publilh  a  falfe,  fcandaloti9, 
and  feditious  libel. 

C.  How  then  can  that  be  true  which  my  neighbour  Farther

7.  Yes.  ‘  • 

C.  Is  that  part  of  the  inditfiment  nrceftary  to  be  proved  ?  <’  * 

.*  7*  clearly,  not — nor  is  it  neceHary  to  fet  it  forth  in  the 

indichnent,  as  1  conceive  ;  for,  if  thofe  words  were  to  be  lell  dut^ 
and  the  iiuHctinent  to  flaie,  that  the  criminal  did,  on  fuch  a  day, 
murder  a  piriiciilar  jierfon  therein  named  with  malice  prepenfe^ 
1  conceive  the  indict nicnl.  would  be  as  good  and  t  liedtual  in  law, 
as  if  the  words  moved  and  feduced  by  tiie  inftigation  of  the  devil 
were  inferttd.  *

C.  If  therefore  thefe  words,  w  hich  are  generally  inferred  in  in¬ 
dictments,  are  not  necelTary  to  he  proved,  how  comes  ii  about  that 
you  f)  flremiouliy  inuft^  that  the  attorney -general  is  bound  to 
prove,  that  the  little  book  or  paper,  fet  forth  in  the  information^ 
is  falfe,  fcandalous,  and  feditious  ? 

7.  I  apprehend,  that,  as  every  publication  is  not  criminal,  it  it 
nccclfary  to  point  out  fomeihing  in  the  publication  you  complain 
of  to  render  it  fj,  or  elfe  there  is  no  difference  in  publications. 

C,  That  is  true — liow  then  can  you  reconcile  finding  a  defen¬ 
dant  guilty  of  the  bare  publication  of  a  libel,  or  little  book,  when 
the  informaium  cbargeih  him  with  pubiifhing  a  falfc,  fcandalous,' 
and  feditious  libel,  and  not  the  Icalt  falfehood,  fcaudal,  or  fedition, 
has  been  proved  ? 

7.  J  cannot  reconcile  it  to  my  confcience. 

C,  Not  when  my  lord  judge  tells  )ou,  you  have  nothing  to  do 
but  to  find  the  hare  pubVicaiion  ! 

.  y.  No — not  if  all  the  judges  in  Europe  were  to  tell  me  ft)— ^nor 
fliail  any  man  perfuaile  me,  that  the  words  falfe,  fcandalous,  and 

(ediiit'us,  are  mere  form  of  w’ords,  and  nothing  more - If  they 

have  no  meaning,  w  by  are  they  put  in  ?  To  infert  words  without 
nieaning  would  he  ridiculous  ;  and  I  am  convinced  in  my  own 
mind,  that  there  is  more  in  the  words  than  jurymen  are  aware  of, 
or  elfe  the  uniform  practice  of  putting  them  in  informations  would 
not  have  prev.iiled  from  the  firfl  commencement  of  that  mode  of 
profecution.io  the  prefen t  sera. 

C.  Have  you  never  heard  what  altercations  there  have  been  a# 
bout  the  word  jalje  ? 

J.  Yes;  and  I  very  w'ell  remember,  that,  in  the  cafe  of  the, 
king  and  Owen,  Mr  Pratt  (now  lord  Cambdeh)  infilled  upon  it, 
that,  as  the  word  falfe  is  put  in  the  information,  the  profecutor 
was  b«)und  to  prove  it  fo,  or  the  defendant  ought  to  he  acquitted.

ing  was  proved  as  clear  as  ]>ofIible - upon  which  the  then  attor- 

iifv  general  addrefled  hiiiifclf  to  the  jury,  and  faid,  **  Gentlemen, 

‘  do  you  mean  to  fay  that  the  defendant  did  not  pubiifh  the  pa- 

‘  per,  or  little  book,  fet  forth  in  the  information  - We  find 

him  not  guilty. — Do  you  fay  he  did  not  pubiifh  it  ?? — We  find 
iiiin  not  guilty — this  is  our  verdidi,  and^  \vc  will  abide  by  it. 

C  And  vvbat  do  you  mean  to  infer  from  thence  ? 

7.  1  mean  to  infer,  that,  if  the  fjinple  fa<ft  of  publifliing  was 
the  only  thing  the  jury  had  to  do  with,  the  court,  upon  applica¬ 
tion,  would  have  fet  the  verdich  afide,  as  being  againfi  evidence/ 
and  the  ])rorecutor  would  not  have  been  backward  in  making  fucli 
application — but  he  was  too  prudent  ;  for  he  knew  the  jury  had 
a  riiiut  to  determine  whether  it  was  a  libel  or  not,  as  much  as 
iltey  have  a  right  to  determine  whether  a  perfon  is  guilty  of  inur- 
dsrr.

C.  Is  it  necefTary  to  prove  the  intent  ? 

y.  1  thir»k  it  is — for  I  very  well  remember,  in  the  cafe  of  Sim¬ 
mons  the  Jew,  who  was  indidted  for  putting  ducats  into  A^lley^s 
pocket,  with  an. intent  to  charge  Afhley  with  felony,  the  judge  (I 
think  his  name  was  Fuller)  told  live  jury,  that,  unlefs  the  profecu- 
lor  proved  the  ducats  were  put  into  Afhlcy^s  pocket,  with  the  in- 
u -.ii  laid  Ki  the  indidtmeiit,  they  mufl  acquit  him  ;  for  (faid  the 
‘  j  idge)  the  intent  is  the  principal  thing  to  be  eonfidered.^'  There 

no  liarin  iu  the  bare  putting  ducats  into  another  man’s  pocket— 
it  is  the  intention  with  which  they  Sire  put  there  that  conflitutrs 
the  crime.  he  fame  rule  prevails  in  the  cafe  of  an  indit^menc 
for  an  affaiilt,  witVi  an  intent  to  commit  a  rape,  if  the  intention 
he  not  proved.  The  cafe  of  a  clergyman  is  lb  remarkable,  that  1 
cannot  omit  it  on  this  occafion  ;  In  a  fermon  he  preached,  he  re¬ 
cited  a  llory  out  of  Fox’s  martyrology,  that  one  Greenwood,  being 
a  jurjured  pet  Ton,  and  a  great  perfecutor,  had  great  }>lagues  in- 
flioicd  upon  him,  and  was  killed  by  the  hand  of  God  :  Whereas, 
i«i  truth,  he  never  was  fo  plagued,  and  was  himfelf  j)rerent  at  that 
fermon  ;  and  he  thereupon  brought  his  ac^tion  upon  the  cafe  for 
c;illing  him  a  j>erjurecJ  perfon  ;  and  the  defendant  pleaded  not 
guilty.  And  this  matter  being  difclofed  upon  evidence,  Wray, 
chief  j’jftice,  delivered  the  law  to  the  jury,  that  it  being  deliver¬ 
ed  but  as  a  llory,  and  not  with  any  malice  or  intention  to  flander 

any 
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any  perfon,  be  was  not  guilty  of  the  words  tnalicioufly,  See,  ;.an(l 
|b  was  found  not  guilty.  From  ihcfe  cafes  it  plainly  appears,  that 
the  law  confiders  the  intention  in  ciiuiinal,  as  well  as  civil  profe* 
cut  ions.  r  .

TT  \yas  ufiial,  on  the  ift  of.ISIay,  for  all  the  citizens,  who  were 
able,  to  divert  ihenifelves  in  the  woods  and  meadows,  with 
May-games,  divcrtioiis  not  confined  to  the  lower  claU,  but  equally 
the  enterlainnient  of  ])erfons  of  the  highelt  rank  ;  a  remarkable 
inll  ante  of  which  is  inferted  in  Hall’s  lUtronkle,  under  the  year 
when  that  author  obferves,  that  king  Heitry  VIII.  and 
nneen  Catherine,  accompanied  by  many  lords  and  1  :dic£,  rode  a* 
tnaying  from  Cireenaich  to  the  high  ground  of  Shooier's-hill, 
where,  as  tliey  piiied  along,  they  faw  a  company  of  200  tall  yeo- 
jp.en,  all  clothed  in  green,  vviih  green  hoods  and  bows  and  arrows! 
One,  who  was  their  chieftain,  was  called  Robin  Mood,  and  defired 
the  king  and  all  his  company  to  llay  and  fee  his  iiieii  ihoot;  to 
which  the  king  agreeing,  he  whirled,  and  all  the  two  hundred 
dheharged  their  arrows  at  once,  wliich  they  repeated  on  his  whili- 
ling  again.  Tiieir  arrows  had  Ihmcihing  placed  in  the  heads  of 
Them  that  made  them  whidle  as  they  Hew,  and  all  together  made 
a  loud  and  iincommen  noife,  at'w’hich  the  king  and  queen  w'ere 
greailv  delighted.  /Fhc  gentleman  who  afiutiied  the  chara^cr 
of  llohin  Hood,  then  defired  the  king  and  queen,  with  their  rc*i 
firnie,  to  enter  the  green  wood,  where,  in  arbours  made'  with 
houghs  inicrmi\ed  vvith  llovvers,  they  were  plentifully  lerved  with 
veniloii  and  wine,  by  Robin  Hood  and  his  men. 

.  Ab^nai  two  v'ears  after  an  event  happened,  which  occa (toned  the 
rpiihci  ot  Evil  to  he  added  to  this  day  of  rejoicing.  '  'I  he  citizens 
being  extreuji  ly  exafperated  at  the  encouragement  given  to  fo- 
rt*igotfs,  a  prielt,  named  Bell,  was  perfuaded  to  preach  againft 
tlieni  at  the  Spiral:  and,  in  a  very  inflaming  fermon,  he  incited 
the  pCf»ple  to  oppofe  all  llrangers;  this  occaliontd  frequent  quarrels 
in  ihc  ilreets,  for  which  ibiuc  EnglKhmen  were  committed  to  pri* 
fon.  •  , 

Siuldenly  a  rumour  arofc,  that  on  May-day  all  the  foreigners 
would  be  atfdlinaied,  and  feveral  flrangers  fled;  this  coming  to  the  ' 
knnnledge  of  the  king’s  council;  cardinal  Wolfey  fent  for  the  lord 
mayor  and  feveral  of  the  city  council,  told  them  what  he  had, 
heard,  and  •  exhorted  them  to  preferve  the  peace.  Upon  this 
affair  a  court  of  common  council  was  aflcmbled  at  Guildhall,  on 
the  evening  before  Aiay-day,  in  which  it  was  refolved  to  order 
trerv  mail  to  Ihut  up  his  doors,  and  keep  his  fervants  at  home;  and 
this  advice  being  immediately  communicated  to  the  cardinal,  meb 
with  his  approbation.  _  • 
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Upon  this  every  alderman  fent  to  Inform  his  ward,  that  n6  man 
111  )ulJ  ftir  out  of  his  houfe  after  nine  o'clock,  but  keep  his  doors 
and  his  fei  vanis  within  till  nine  in  the  morning.  This, order 
Incl  not  been  long  given,  when  one  of  the  aldermen,  returning 
from  the  ward,  obferved  two  young  men  at  play  in  Cheapfide,  and 
many  others  looking  at  them.  He  would  have  fent  them  to  the 
(onipier,  but  they  were  foon  refeued,  and  the  cry  raifed  of 
’Uienilces!  'prentices!  Clubs!  Clubs!"  indantly  the  people  a- 
i.jl’e  ;  by  eleven  o'clock  they  amounted  to  fix  or  feven  hundred, 
and  the  croud  Hill  increaling,  they  refeued  from  Newgate  and  the 
tiouipter  the  prifoners  committed  for  abufing  the  foreigners; 
while  the  mayor  and  fiicrilFs,  who  were  prefent,  made  proclama* 
li-jn  in  the  king’s  name;  but,  inftead  of  obeying  it,  they  broke 
( |icn  the  houfes  of  many  Frenchmen  and  ocher  foreigners,  and 
I nntinued  plundering  them  till  three  in  the  morning,' when,  be* 
to  difperle,  the  mayor  and  his  attendants  took  300  of 
iheni,  and  committed  them  to  the  feveral  prifons.  While  this 
il'ii  laded,  the  lieutenant  of  the  Tower  difeharged  fcvcml  pieces 
of  ordnance  againd  the  city,  but  wicliout  doing  much  mifehief; 
.nnl  at  five  in  the  morning  ieveral  of  the  nobility  marched  thither, 

V.  ith  all  the  forces  they  could  afl'enible. 

On  the  fourth  of  May  the  lord  mayor,  the  duke  of  Norfolk; 
the  earl  of  Surry,  and  others,  fat  upon  the  trial  of  the  oHcnders 
iU  GailcUiall,  the  duke  of  Norfolk  entering  the  city  with  13CO 
men.  Tiiat  day  feveral  were  indicted,  and  on  the  .  next  thirteen 
f  nicnced  to  be  hanged,  drawn,  and  quartered;  for  the  execution 
of  vvhoni  ten  gallowfes  vvere  fet  up  in’lcveral  pafis  of  the  city,  u-i 
]>()n  wheels,  to  be  moved  from  dreet  to  drect;  and  from  door  to 
uoor.  .  .  •  f 

On  the  7th  of  May  feveral  others  were  found  guilty,  and  re^ 
teixed  the  fame  fentence  as  the  former,  and  foon  after  wxrc 
drawn  upon  hurdles  to  the  dandard  in  Cheapfide  ;  but,  when  one 
was  executed,  and  the  red  about  to  be  turned  olF,  a  refpite  came, 
and  they  were  remanded  back  to  prifon.  *  ^ 

After  this,  the  foldiers  who  had  kept  watch  in  the  city  were 
withdrawn,  which  making  the  citizens  Hatter  themfelves  thic  the 
king’s  difpleafure  againd  them  was  not  fo  great  as  they  had  ima* 
giiied,  the  lord  mayor,  recorder,  and  feveral  aldermen,  wentiit 
mourning  gowns  to  w'ait  upon  the  king  at  Greenwich  ;.\vheii  bav* 
ing  attended  for'fomc  time  at  the  privy^charaber  door, this  majedy, 
wiih  feveral  of  the  nobility,  came  forth  ;  upon  which  all  of  theiii 
falling  upon  their  knees,  the  recorder,  in  the  name  of  the  red,  in 
the  mod  humble  andTubmidive  terms,  begged  ibai  he  would  have 
mercy  on  them  for  their  negligence,  and  compaflion  on  the  odeir- 
ders  whom  he  reprefented  as  a  finall  number  of  light  perfons.  Hii 
majedy  let  them  know  that  he  was  really  difpleafed,  and  that 
they  ought  to  wail  and  be  forry.  for  U:  for,  as  they  had  ndt  at* 
tempiecL  to  fight  with  thofe  who  they  pretended  were  fo  fniall  a 
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number  of  light  perfons,  they  muft  have  winked  at  the  matter* 
be  therefore  ordered  ihem  to  repair  to  the  lord  chancellor,  who 
W'ould  give  them  an  anfvver.  Upon  which  they  retired,  deeply 
nioriified.  '  '  \ 

.  Being  informed  that  the  king  was  to  be  at  Wellminfter-hall  on 
the  2 id  of  May,  they  refolved  to  repair  thither,  which  they 
did  with  the  confent  of  cardinal  Wolfey,  lord  high  chancellor,*’ 
The  king  fat  at  the  upper  end  of  Wcfiminfter  hall,  under  a  cloth 
of  Hate,  vvith  the  cardinal  and  feveral  of  the  nobility;  and.  the 
lord  inavor,  aldermen,  recorder,  and  feveral  of  the  common  cogucll 
aitended  ;  the  prifoners,  who  then  amounted  to  about  400,  were 
brought  in  their  Ihirts,  bound  together  with  cords,  and  with  hal¬ 
ters  about  their  necks,  and  among  ibefe  were  eleven  women.  The 
c  irdinal  having  fliarply  rebuked  the  mayor,  aldermen,  and  com¬ 
monalty  for  their  negligence,  told  the  prilbners,  that,  for  their 
oiTences  againll  the  laws  of  the  realm,  and  againft  his  majefty’s 
crown  and  dignity,  they  had  deferved  death;  upon  which  they 
all  fet  up  a  piteous  cry  of  Mercy,  gracious  lord,  mercy  which 
li)  moved  the  king,  that,  at  the  earned  intreaty  of  the  lords,  be 
]>roi'*ounccd  them  pardoned;  upon  which,  giving  a  great  fhouc, 
ihev  ihrevv  up  their  halters  towards  the  lop  of  the  hall,  crying, 
“  God  fave  the  king!’^  After  this  ad'air,  the  May-games  were  not 
fo  commonly  ufed  as  before. 

An  Apologv  for  the  Licentiousness  of  the  Press. 

•  “* 

"R  TUCH  has  been  faid  by  able  vvriters  in  favour  of  the  Liberty 
iVl  of  the  Piefs  :  But  its  UcentioifncfSy  in  peiTonal  abufe,  has 
been  hitherto  given  up  as  totally  iiulefenfible.  Good  men  among 
ourfclves  continually  lament  it;  and  foreigners  reproach  us  with  it, 
a'i  the  great  blcmifh  of  our  government  and  nation.  .  Therefore,; 
to  eafe  our  own  minds  a  little  on  this  head,  and  leden,  as  much 
as  I  may,  ihe  apparent  foundation  for  fuch  reproaches,  I  fliall  en¬ 
deavour  to  ihew,  that  the  evil,  though  an  evil  indeed,  is  not  (b 
great  as  it  is  commonly  fuppofed  to  be. 

I .  in  the  iird  place,  many  of  the  abudve  papers  and  pamphlets, 
with  which  our  pred'es  fwarni,  are  not,  in  fa<ff,  fatires  on  the  per- 
fous  at  whom  they  feein  to  be  pointed.  For,  w'hen  the  reflec-. 
lions  are  evidently  undeferved,  falfc,  and  ground lefs,  they  recoil 
upon  tlic  author,  and  arc  really  fatires  on  himfelf :  Every  reader 
looks  through  the  outward  appearance  of  words  and  fcnicnccs, 
and  perceives  the  writer  faying  clearly,  I  am  a  falfe  •witnefs  ;  I 
ev?  a  liar  ;  my  heart  ii  full  of  malice ;  and,  to  gratify  that  malice , 
Ivir.Jh  to  do  'll)  hat  fwjchiej  I  can  to  the  reputation  of  my  neighbour  i 
and  I  twi  fool  enous^h  to  imagine  I  am  faiirizing  him.  As  fuch 
a  writer  dcierves  all  this,  it  is  not  fo  much  amifs  that  he  (hopld 
be  allowed  thus  to  expofe  himfelf. 
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2.  Many  of  thefe  abufive  papers  and  pamphlets  are  hot  Ctf 
nuich  evtls,  as  the  pimifhments  of  evil,  and  merely  retributive 
fee  it  may  be  a  Pitt  or  a  Wilke a  Rigby  or  a  Nor* 
toHy  fcurfiloufly  treated.  Do  not  be  grieved.  Remember  whac 
fiurp  knives  they  carry  about  them,  and  with  what  mercilefs  in¬ 
vective  they  were  wont  to  cot  up  their  adverfaries.  You  fee,  perhaps, 
a  whole  miuiftry  abufed  man  by  man,  charged  with  wicked  view® 
they  never  had,  with  bafe  motives  that  never  bialTed  them,  and 
with  horrid  crimes  they  never  committed.  Your  gocxl -hear ted- 
nets  is  offended  at  this  apparent  injuftice.  Bat  make  yourfelf  ea- 
ly.  It  is* only  now  their  turn  to  receive  what  they  formerly  gave^ 
liherallv  to  thoir  predeceflbrs  in  office,  when  they  were  themfelve» 
i*ne  oppofition  — You  fee  a  whole  oppofition^  jointly  and  feverally, 
a^vafed  as  factious,  traiterous,  rebellious,  &c.  Do  not  be  concern¬ 
ed  at  this  ;  for  when  their  leaders  were  in  power,  they  treated 
all  oppofitions  in  the  fame  manner.  In  fhort,  when  our  parties 
aiiil  p.irtizans  tear  one  another’s  chara<fters  vviih  the  utniofl  rage 
and  violence,  an  honed  man  may  fay  of  them,  as  one  did  when 
lie  law  two  known  bully-br>xers  fighting  and  belabouring  each  the 
oilier  :  Pray  do  not  part  them  ;  they  both  deferve  it  all ;  none  of 
th’j  Uon's  are  amif  but  thofc  that  fall  ajide', 

:>  The  moft  dangerous  of  defamation  is  that  which  is  whifper* 
e.l  about  privately,  where*ever  the  laws,  fully  executed,  infiicft  fe- 
vere  penalties  oti  publifhing  it  ;  for  a  fcandal  in  this  way  goes  on 
increaling  in  a  geometrical  proportion,  till  that,  which  was  at  lirft 
but  a  peccadillo,  is  magnified  to  a  crime  of  the  moft  enormous 
iize  ;  while  all  the  Jefecls,  obferved  from  time  to  time  in  the  firft 
invention,  are  fnpplicd,  and  every  improbability  leffened  by  new- 
invented  circumftances,  till  the  whole  beco’mes  a  regular  confident 
t  ile,  ti)  the  truth  of  which  no ireafbnable  man  can  refufe'his  af- 
feiu.  But  with  us,  a  fcandal  in  its  infancy  gets  into  the  papers  { 
that  fixes  its  fize,  and  it  cannot  afterwards  well  grow  bigger.  It 
s[)pears  with  all  its  original  defeats,  incongruities,  and  improbabili¬ 
ties,  and  that  prevents  its  gaining  credit. 

4.  A  whifpered  fcandal  may  never  come  to  your  knowledge,  and 
yet  do  you  great  mifehief,  as  (not  having  heard  of  it)  you  arc  not 
npon  your  guard  againd  it,  and  take  no  deps  to  prevent  its  ill 
clfeOts,  or  efface  the  im predion  it  is  making  to  your  difadvantage. 
Hut  a  fcandal  printed  \\e%  before  you,  and  though  the  author  is 
auonymoiis,  and  you  cannot  call  him  perfonally  to  account,  you 
liave  a  fair  opportunity  of  anfwcring  and  refuting  his  falfehoods, 
and  thereby  in  fome  degree  fccuring  your  own  reputation. 

5  Many  pieces  intended  for  fatireSy  are,  in  the  eye  of  an  inrel- 
ligeiu  reader,  abfohrte  panegyrics.  '  For  when  much  malice  ap¬ 
pears  in  a  writer,  and  a  great  defire  to  defanje,  and  yet  all  he  fays 
amounts  to  little,  ’tis  a  fure  fign,  that  the  charaider  he  aims  to 
dtftroy  is  not  really  very  bad.  I  do  not  perfonally  know  either 
the  duke  of  G - n,  lord  R— — m,  Sir  Jofeph  M— y,  Mr 
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IhcrifFT— — d  ;  but  when  I  fee  the  whole  herd  of  party  fctib- 
blers  on  both  fidcs,  brrniful  of  venom^  repeating  the  fame  tedious 
t.^le  ill  various  forms  for  years  together  ;  that.one.has  |i:ept  a  mif- 
trefs  and  running  horfes  ;  another  is  no  orator^  and  is  fliilled  ki  the 
culture  of  turnips;  a  third  draws  part  of'  his  income^froni  hogs; 
and  a  fourth  hops  on  one  I  am  apt  to  conclude  tho^  cbarac« 
lers  do  not  afford  much  matter  for  detracftion;  1  honour  the  per- 
fons  fuch  writers  would  have  me  defpife^  and'l  def^drevtliCiimpo* 
tent  malice  of  fuch  writers.  ‘  t  •  v. 

6.  All  thofib  fatirical  papers  that  pafs  between  the  (cribblen 
themfclves,  in  perfonal  ubufe  of  one  another,  ought  to  beoleduc^ed 
from  the  l'up])oi'ed  evil  of  Prefs.licentioufnels*  .  Their  mutual 
lalhings  may  tend  to  their  mutual  refonmtimi  ;  for  a  /atii'id  nc- 
.ver  feel»  for  another’s  character  tiUdiis  own, his  been  abkt&d.  .  If 
they  are  not  rt  formed,  they  deferve  to  be  ftiH  farther  piinifhcd  in 
the  fame  manner;  and  where. is  the  harm,  if  ihefe  adaifins  of  re. 
jiut  itiun  einpkiv  their  poifcined  pens  in  murdering  that  of  each 
other?  As  Sivift  faicl  of  duelitts,  what  hurt  is  it  to  civil  focicty, 
that  bulli*'s  and  bravees  fhould  have  a  way  of  their  own  of  cutting 
one  another’s  throats? 

Thus  1  hoj3e  I  have  in  frme  decree  fhcwo  vvhal  I  undertook  to 
fhew,  that  this  evi!  among  us  is  not,  on  the  wdiole,  of  fuch  uiagni. 
tude  as  fomc  re[)rerent  it :  and  (fince  the  iiccjitloufhefs  of  the 
prefs  cannot  be  cured  without  endangering  its  Liberty)  1  hope*  we 
inav  learn  from  ihefe  conlidcraiions,  to  bear  it  with  lefs  murmur- 
iug,  and  be  ihankfui  it  is  no  worfe.

lie  continued  to  pratH-ife  bis  faculty 
with  good  reputation,  not  without  di* 
verting  his  leifure  hours  in  writing  pa¬ 
pers  of  wit  and  humour,  among  which 
his  epitaph  upon  the  Infamous  Colonel 
Ch.irteris  iliiues  velut inter  iprnes Luna  mi^ 
notes;  this  came  out  in  I73*«  And  the 
next  year  the  Dodtor  contributed  his 
mile  towards  detedling  and  puniihing 
the  fcandalous  frauds  and  abufes  that 
liad  been  carried  on  under  the  fpecious 
name  of  The  Charitable  Corporation^  The 
lame  year  be  publifbed  his  excellent 
Kjfay  concerning  7l&e  Nature  of  Aliments^ 
the  Choice  of  them,  &c.  which  was  follow¬ 
ed  next  year  by  The  Effects  of  Air  on 
human  Bodies*  He  was  apparently  led 
to  the  fabjedts  of  ihefe  treatifes  by  the 
coniiderationsof  his  own  cafe,  an  Afthma, 
which  gradually  increafing  with'  his 
years,  became  Ihortly  after  defperate  and 
i» curable.  Under  this  afflidtion  he  re¬ 
tired,  in  1734,  to  Harapftead,  in  the  view 
of  hndingTome  fmall  relief ;  whence,  in 
anfwcr  to  a  kind  inquiry  of  Mr  Pope, 
he  gave  that  friend  a  particular  account 
oi  his  difteinper  and  hopelefs  condition 
in  thefe  terms:  **  1  little  doubt  of  your 
kind  concern  for  me,  nor  of  that  of  my 
lord  Batburft.  I  have  nothing  to  repay 
my  friends  with  at  prefent  but  prayers 
and  good  wiihes.  I  have  the  fatlsfa^on 
to  hnd  that  I  am  at  officionfly  ferved  by 
my  friends  as  he  that  has  thoufands  to 
leave  in  legacies,  beiides  the  aiTarance  of 
their  iincericy.  God  almighty  has  made 
my  bodily  difeafe  as  cafy  as  a  thins  of 
that  natnre  can  be.  1  have  found  raief 
fometiines  from  the  air  af  this  place; 
my  nights  are  bad,  but  many  poor  crea¬ 
tures  ere  worfe.  As  for  yen,  my  good

He  was  in  all  re- 
fpedis  a  moK  amiable  perfon,  and  well 
deferving  of  that  jo(l  ebarai^r  which 
is  drawn  of  him  by  the  elegan^  pM  of 
Lord  Orrery,  who,  in  bis  life  of  Swift, 
having  given  an  account  of  the  Dean, 
concludes  his  letter  thus:  **'I(hould 
have  been  much  pleafed  in  finding  Tome 
of  Dr  Arbutoat's  in  this  colleCti«is.f** 
Although  he  was  jo  illy  celebrated  for 
wit  andlearntng,  there  yrns an  excellence 
in  his  cbaradler  more  anuaiile  thin  all 
his  other  qualifications:  1  mean  the 
^  goodnefs  of  hU  heart.  He  has  (hewed 
bimfclf  equal  to  af\y  of  bis  coteoip^ 
raries  la.  huniaadahiii  titracity;  knd  he 
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was  fopcrior  to  iDoft  men  in  a<5ts  of  h«- 
fnaiiiiy  and  benevolence :  His  very  far- 
cafiiu  are  the  fatirical  flrokrs  of  good- 
fiaturc  i  they  are  like  Haps  oo  the  face 
given  in  jcii,  the  etfecls  of  which  may 
raife^a  blufh.  but  uo  blacknefs  will  ap- 
|>ear  after  the  blows:  He  laughs  as  jo- 
viitlly  as  an  attendant  upon  Bacchus, 
but  continues  as  fober  and  con(l<lei‘ate 
as  a  difciplc  of  Socrates.  He  is  fcldom 
ft  nous  except  in  attacks  upon  vice,  and 
then  hlsfpii  it  rifes  wiih.a  manly  itren^th 
and  iiobir  indignation  Ills  epitaph  ii- 
pun  Chartei  ;s,allo\vitigont  hioiil  allitera- 
i.on  *,  is  a  tompleie  and  mallei  ly  coin- 
pofitioo  ill  its  k-ind.  No  man  exceeded 
him  ill  the  moral  duties  of  life,  a  merit 
iliil  m»te  to  Itik  honour,  as  the  united 
puwirs  of  wit  and  genius  ace  ftldoui 
fabnnflive  enough  to  coniine  themfclves 
wi  hin  the  lituiiiitiuns  of  morality,  lu 
bis  kticr  to  Pope,  written  as  it  were  u- 
p  <n  his  deat h'bcd,  he  dilcuvers  Inch  a 
tinble  fortitude  of  jiiind  at  the  approach 
<N*  his  dhrolution,  at  could  be  int'pircd 
only  by  a  clear  coniciegce,  and  ilie  calm 
rcti  ofpecl  of  an  uninterrupted  fci  ies  of 
virtue.  I'he  Dean  iauieuis  the  lofs  of 
)tun  with  a  tciuiei  linecriry  ;  ‘*The  death 
e*f  Mr  Ci'Aj  and  Dr  Acbuilinot,,  fays  he 
to  Mr  Pope,  goes  near  m>  heart;  ihcir 
iixiug  vsoald  have  been  a  great  cpnifort 
to  me,  although  I  was  never  to  have 
fecn  them;  like  a  fuiii  of  money  in  the 
hank,  from  which  1  iliuuld  receive  the 
Ic.tk  annual  iniereit,  as  1  do  fiom  you,' 
and  have  done  frnin  lord  B  ilingOroke  ^ 
'i'hc  Doctor  was  a  married  man,  and 
Lad  chitd.en,  particularly  two  funs,- 
C'.horlcs  and  George;  the  former  of 
\t  haiu  was  educated  at  Ciu  illchuroh  col¬ 
lege  ill  Oxford,  and  entered  into  the

I  HabinfouCrufoe.'l  This  romance  waa 
writtenin  fo  uAtural  a  manner,  and  with 
fo  many  incidents,  that  it  was  adjudged 
lor  fume  lime  to  be  a  true  Rory.  It  was 
thedclQt^ble  offspring  of  the  teeming 
brain  of  Daniel  dc  Foe,  a  writar  famous 
in  hit  generation  fpr  politics  and  poetry, 
clpccially  the  former.  He  was  bred  an 
bulicr,  which  calliiig  he  fooo  quitted,  as 


Pope  ufed  to  fay,  that  of  all  the  men 
he  met  W'ith'br  heard  of.  Dr  Arbuthnot 
had  the  mod  prolific  wit,  and  that  in 
this  quality  Swift  only  held  the  fecoad 
place.  No  adventure  of  any  cohfeqaence 
ever  occurred,  on  which  the  doidor  did 
not  write  a  pleafant  cllav  in  a  great  fo- 
lio  paper*i>ook  yhich  ufed  to  lie  ia  bis 
parlour;  of  thefe,  however,  he  was  fo 
negligent,  that  while  he  waa  writiag 
them  at  one  end,  he  fuffered  his  children 
to  tear  them  out  at  the  other,  for  tbeir 
p^per  kites. ,

chin,  £fq;  it  h.^d  a  prodigiouf  run;  be- 
fides  pafliug  through  nine  editions  upon 
his  own  infpediiou,  it  was  twelve  times 
pirated.  Tutchin  engaged  in  the  cauCc 
of  Moamouth  againd  James  II.  and#  for 
a  political  piece  wrote  in  that  canfe, 
wasfeutenced  to  be  whipped  through  fe- 
veral  towns  in  the  wed  of  England  and 
fo  fevcrely,  that  he  petitioned  the  king 
to  be  hanged.  They  are  both  immor* 
talized  in  the  Dunciad  by  Mr  Pope, 
this  diliich :  .  * 

Earleli  on  high  dood  nnabaib’d  de  Foe, 
And  Tut  chin,  Hagrant  Tram  the  fcoorge 
below,  / 

-  -  ,  tgh 
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the  Jnn,  each  of  us  got  aftride  upon  a 
jitk*afs;  and  fo  we  went  up  a  high  and 
Itccp  iiiouniam  to  fee  a  convent  of  Jc- 
roniiniics.  which  is  on  the  funuait  ot  it.  - 

“  Tliat  convent  conlJ  formerly  con¬ 
tain  near  a  dozen  of  Inhabitants ;  yet  at 
picfcni  there  are  but  four  ‘•I*  five,  bc- 
caul'c  a  part  of  it  has  been  dcroolilhcd 
by  the  earthquake.  What  is  left  of  it 
coiifills  of  five  or  fiz  rooms  fupported  by 
a  portico  that  inclofes  a  court-yard. 
Tliis  yard  is  pared  cliequcr-wife  with 
while  and  blue  tiles  of  earthen-ware, 
and  fo  dirpofcd  as  to  collcrt  all  the  rain 
water  into  a  ciilern  upder  it.  The  walls 
ol  the  portico  arc  likewifeincrultcd  with 
fuch  parti-colonrcd  tiles. 

*•  Fioin  the  windows  an  extenfivc 
prafpect  is  commanded,  as  that  fummit 
is  near  a  mile  higher  than  the  level  of 
tl»c  fra.  The  eye  runs  freely  over  an 
inimcnfe  tract  of  country,  too  much  of 
it  quite  barren. 

“  The  middle  parts  of  the  hill  feem 
conipofed  of  nuinbcrlefs  broken  rocks, 
f  one  as  big  as  houles.  Yet  between  rock 
and  rock  the  fathers  have  cultivated 
iioftll  bits  of  ground,  which  furnilh  their 
little  coiumuuity  with  more  pulfe  and 
herbage  than  they  want.  It  is  pity  that 
no  fruit-tree  w  ill  grow  there,  becaufe 
of  the  iharp  air  and  chilling  mills,  fo 
that  whatever  frultthey  have,  is  fetched 
every  day  from  Cintra  with  their  other 
proviiions,  and  cariied  up  te  them  upon 
aiies  of  their  own.  But  brfides  herbs 
and  pulfe  they  cultivate  Turkey-corn, 
with  which  they  make  favoury  cakesfitT 
thcmfelvcs  and  vifitors,  and  feed  poultry 
with  the  over-plus. 

'I'o  the  fummit 'of  that  mountain 
there  is  no  aticefs  but  by  the  path  we 
went.  Kvery  other  fide  confiUs  of  cliffs 
lipon  cliffs,  inaccelfible  even  to  goats. . 

As  the  church  and  the  convent 
were  originally  built  in  a  mod  foltd 
manner,  the  earthquake  had  notftrength 
enough  to  deiuoltlh  them  intirely,  tho* 
it  was  felt  as  violent  there  as  in  any 
other  part  of  Portugal  4  nor  did  any  of 
the  friars  perifh,  though  the  Whole 
inoiiniain  was  horribly  diaken.  The 
church  llands  on  the  very  fpot  that  was 
Inrun. rly  occupied  by  a  Roman  temple 
dedicated  to  the  moon,  which  has  given 
the  name  of  Promoncorinm  Lame  to  the 
hill.  'I  bis  ferap  of  erudition  I  got  from 
one  of  the  friars. 

**  AVe  Raid  there  aboat  two  hours; 
then  came  down  a-lbot,  onr  jack  affVi 
driven  before  us  by  the  Negro.  About 
mid.mountain  I  hited  n  guide  to  fliow 
ws  the  way  to  another  hill  near  two 
leagues  from  this.  Tfie  fellow  took  o« 
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about  and  about  through  a  jpathleCa 
country,  partly  covered  with  loofe  piece! 
of  rocks,  partly  heathy,  and  partly  fan- 
dy.  Yet  from  fpace  to  fpace  wm  met 
with  numbers  of  fir  and  cork-trees,  with 
foine  fmall  oaks  and  a  few  other  plants, 
that  contribute  to  render  feveral  parts 
iA'  it  romaniicalJy  beautiful. 

**  The  place  m'c  were  going  to,  (lands 
on  the  fummit  of  another  monntain  no 
lefs  high  than  the  fnppofed  Promonto-  • 
rium  Lunse,  called  by  the  Portnguefe 
Cabo  de  Roca,  and  by  the  Englilh  the 
Rock  of  Liibon.  1  hope  you  have  not 
forgot  that  Rock,  and  the  pleafure  it 
gave  me  when  f  faw  it  for  tbefiril  time. 

It  was  the  Cork-convent  oa  its  fummit 
1  wanted  to  vilit,  and  we  reached  it 
with  (ome  difficulty,  as  we  went  to  it 
by  a  crufs-road  extremely  rngged  and 
ilcep,  and  over  feveral  precipices  that 
demanded  mufh  attention  both  from  ua 
and  from  our  afies* 

**  The  Cork-convent  is  properly  n 
hermitage;  and  you  have  but  one  path 
to  it  under  a  kind  of  arch  irregularly 
rut  through  a  piece  of  rock  by  the  baud 
of  nature.  'That  arch  is.  about  two 
hundred  ftepi  below  the  hermitage,  and 
all  other  parts  near  that  ftimnilt  are 
perfectly  patbleft  and  not  to  be  clam¬ 
bered. 

**  Near  that  arch  wc  left  our  affes  in 
the  cufiody  of  our  guide,  aad  afeendtd 
the  relt  of  the  mountain  a-foot.  And 
here,  ye  Mofet  nine,  I  invoke  your  af* 
filtanrel  Help  me  to  an  adeqnace  de- 
fcriptlon  of  the  oddefi,  wildeR,  moft  ri-*- 
mantle,  and  molt  pleafing  place  that 
‘  ever  1  was  in ! 

••  The  hermits  had  difeovered  us  from 
afar;  therefore  we  found  them  ready  to 
receive  us.  M’e  bowed,  fhook  hands, 
and  frenwd  as  pleafed  as  if  we  had  long 
been  mo(t  intimate  friends.  The  father 
fbperior  alked  us  whether  we'had  dined, 
and  being  anfwered  in  the  negative,  dif- 
patched  one  of  his  friars  to  make  fomc- 
thing  ready  as  fail  as  poffihle.  He  then 
took  ui  to  fee  the  place,  which  begins 
with  a  flat  irregular  are!  about  forty 
yards  fquare. 

**  The  area  is  froOted  by  a  bnge  rock 
varioufly  perforated ;  ard  In  varions 
perforations,  caverns,  or  holes  from  the 
hermitage.  The  church  of  It  is  r  hole ; 
the  facrrfty  a  hole;  the  cdiircffion-rooflt 
a  hels;  the  kttcbrn  a  hole;  the  domfi* 
rory  a  hole;  the  refefftory  a  bole;  gvelry 
cell  a  hole;  and  the  doors  and  wiAowa 
of  alt  theft  holes  are  Rill  tfothiitg  clfs 
hut  fo'many  other  holes.  Bht  fo  aartous 
are  thofe  which  form  the  doors,  of  th# 
Celll,  choc  fhouid  a  man  Rydropie 

^  wh»a 
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while  in  one  of  thein«  he  never  would 
be  able  to  come  out  of  it;  and  the  cells 
themfelves  are  fo  froall,  that  no*  tall 
friar  when  in  his  bed  has  room  enough 
to  exuud  his  legs.  Yet  in  them  they 
lie  at  night  upon  (lraw>bags*  after  hav¬ 
ing  taken  the  precaution  to  (liut  what 
they  call  their  doors  and  windows  with 
fmall  planks. 

•*  Not  one  hole  in  the  whole  place  de- 
fervcH  the  epithet  of  fpacious.  The 
largeif  is  that  which  they  term  the 
kitchen.  A  French  cook  would  be  angry 
at  the  proilitution  of  fo  noble  a  word, 
but  the  friars  are  not  fo  fcrupulous. 
The  fmoke  of  that  kitchen  is  carried 
out  by  a  cylindrical  perforation  over 
the  fire>place. 

**  Pame  Nature  indeed  was  in  a  merry 
mood  when  ihe  took  it  into  her  fancy  to 
funu  fo  whimlical  a  place.  Yon  cannot 
conceive  what  little  help  ftie  received 
from  an  »o  fit  it  for  its  prefent  inhabi-, 
tants.  The  earthquake  fliouk  it  to  and 
fro,  and,  they  fay,  with  inconceivable 
violence  t  Yet  that  violence  proved  vain, 
and  1  do  not  wonder  at  it.  The  demo¬ 
lition  of  the  hermitage  cannot  be  effcA- 
cd  but  by  the  fall  of  the  mountain. 

**  What  adds  to  the  fingularity  of  this 
natural  edifice  is,  that  every  part  in  it 
is  covered  M-ith  cork;  the  walls,  'floors, 
and  all.  And  this  is  the  reafoti  why  the 
Knglifli  failors  call  it  the  Cork-convent. 
That  cork  prevents  the  bad  efiecls  of 
the  danipneis  which  would  otherwife 
be  very  incooveuieut,  as  many  parts  of 
ixs  walls  are  coverrd  with  a  thin  mofs, 
and  the  water  diliils  through  the  pores 
of  the  rock  in  very  fmall  drops. 

*•  Fsom  the  hermitage  they  defeend 
by  a  range  of  irregular  Heps  to  a  piece 
ot  WBier-ard  to  their  fcveral  fpots  of 
y^.irden.  .  Not  far  from  that  water  there 
i&  another  hole,  in  which  one  of  their 
prcdccelfors  had  the  patience  to  live  the 
lad  twenty  years  of  his  IHc,  without 
ever  quilting  it  day  or  night.  At  Icart 
you  arc  told  fo  by  an  infeription  over 
that  hole,  abfurdly  fupporied  by  the 
teftimony  of  the  friars  themfelves,  who 
were  all  born  near  two  centuries  after, 
according  to  the  infeription,  which  I 
with  fairly  deilroyed,  and  the  hole  filled 
up  for  their  own  lake,  as  the  place  has 
no  need  of  a  lie  to  induce  people  to  vifit 
it-  No  hnumn  being  could  ever  live  in 
that  hole  for  fcveral  rcafons  that  1  will 
forbear  to  tell. 

“  rfaid.that  there  is  a  piece  of  water 
on  that  eminence,  which  fertilizes  feve* 
ral  fpots.  The  friars  are  all  gardeners, 
and  have  vegetables  of  various  forts  in 
great  abaadance,  but  no  fruit*  The 
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many  ftepa  by  which  they  defeend  ta 
that  water,  they  term  humoroufly  their 
Evening  Walk;  and,  abating  the  incoa-’ 
venicnce  of  the  fteps,  It  is  really  a  plea* 
fant  walk,  fliaded  with  many  trees  and 
bufhes. 

After  Irving  vifited  the  whoje  her¬ 
mitage,  we  went  to  dinner.  In  the 
midit  of  that  hole  that  is  called  the  Re¬ 
fectory,  a  ftoue  fervet  them  for  a.  table 
whenever  the  rain  forces  them  to  eat 
their  victuals  under  flieher.  But  to-day 
as  the  weather  was  very  fine,  we  cbofe 
to  -dine  in  the  area.  Being  a  meagre 
day  we  had  an  ample  difti  of  fait  Sih 
moll  favourily  dreffed  after  the  manner 
of  the  country,  with  garlic  and  pimenta, 
a  large  fallad,  and  Dutch  cheefe,  with 
]>ears,  apples,  grapes,  and  figs,  ten  times 
more  than  we  could  eat,  good  bread,  and 
excellent  wine.  Daring  dinner  the  her¬ 
mits  kept  us  in  chat  with  the  greateft 
good  humour;  told  us  of  the  many  Eng*; 
li/h  gentlemen  and  ladies  that  vifit  them, 
and  helped  us  to  our  glalTes  very  bi-ilk«, 
ly.  The  wine  was  good,  and  we  could 
not  help  drinking  the  Englilh  ladies.  I, 

•*  Tlicfe  hermits  arc  of  the  Francif. 
can  order;  therefore  will  touch  no  mo¬ 
ney;  bat  there  is  a  r  Mary  Magdalen 
painted  over  a  kind  of  altar  in  the 
church;  and  to  Mary  Magdalen  yon, 
drop  a  coin  flily.  It  would  not  ,other- 
wife  be  ill  the  power  of  this  little  com¬ 
munity  tafurnilh  their  numerous  vifitori 
with  meat  and  drink,  and  entertain  be- 
iides  a  good  number  of  poor  people  who 
vifit  the  place,  partly  out  of  devotion, 
and  partly  to  get  a  meal.  They  admit  la-  «  ] 
dies  to  vifit  the  hermitage  when  they  are 
in  company  with  gentlemen;  otherwifa  j 
not :  and  as  to  women  of 'low  rank,  they 
are  not  allowed  to  afeend  beyond  the 
arch  mentioned  before,  except  on  ibme 
feilival  days. 

••  About  an  honr  after  dinner  we  took 
our  leave,  and  went  back  to  our  aifes,  >  (j 
who  had  leifurely  cropped  the  tbifilM 
nbonr,  while  our  guide  and  the  negr# 
fealled  merrily  upon  herrings,  chaefe, 
and  fruit,  conveyed  to  them,  with  afui^ 
ficient  quantity  of  bread  and  wine,  by 
one  of  the  fathers.  ' 

And  now  I  msy  truly  fay  that 
havefeenthe  llrangeft  folitude  thatever 
was  inhabited  by  men,  amidft  the  moft. 
pleating  atfemblage  of  cragga,  rockf, 
trees,  and  bufhes,  that  can  polfibly  be 
fancied;  the  whole  commanding  a  aoaft 
wide  and  amazing  profpetfl,  a*  ffotn 
thence  youdifeover  a  vafl  cradkof  tbe^ 
oceen  with  many  of  the  cafttes  and  ha¬ 
bitations  at  the  mouth  of  the  Tagus, 
the  tops  of  the  royal  cenveei  of  Moira, 

(everal' 
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f^fveral  villages  and  hamlets,  ivith  many  eork-treeJ;  and  fome  covered  with  vines, 
lingle  cottages  fcaltcred  over  a  long  olive  trees,  and  lemon  or  orange-groves, 
th  iin  of*  uneven  mountains,  fome  of  befidcs  numberlefs  other  plants  of  ever/ 
xvl.ich  are  pcrfertly  rocky  and  barren ;  kind  and  generation  "

Extrocl  of  a  letter  from  Portftmuth, 
July  27. 

“  This  morning^  at  half  paft  four  o'¬ 
clock,  a  terrible  lire  broke  out  in  his 
lu.ijelly's  dock  yard  at  this  port,  which 
conimunicated  to  the  Itorc-houfe,  where 
the  pitch,  tar,  hemp,  .cables,  fails,  and 
rl^’ging  for  the  men  of  war,  were  kept  I 
ii  raged  with  great  violence  till  half  paft 
fcveii,  when  it  reached  the  mail-houfes, 
in  M'hich  M  ere  malts  and  yards  for  near 
twenty  fail  of  capital  men  of  war,  which 
were  foon  reduced  to  aflies,  together 
with  the  joiners  iliops,  fpinning-houfc, 
pitch  hoiile,  &:c.&c.  The  riggint>-houfe 
was  with  the  grealeft  diBiculty  faved,  as 
were  alfo  the  houfes  of  the  furgeon  and 
boat  Twain  of  the  yard,  although  they 
were  often  on  lire,  as  well  as  the  other 
mall  hoiifcs ;  if  thefe  had  burnt,  they 
they  mult,  in  all  probability,  have  de- 
Itroycd  not  onl/all  the  midis  and  yards, 
hut  a  great  part  alfo  of  the  Common  (a 
fubnrb  near  Portfuiptitb),  Gun-wharf, 
and  probably  the  town.  God  knows 
where  it  would  have  ended!  God  knows 
how  it  began  f  Various  are  the  reports; 
fume  that  it  was  caufed  by  the  pitch 
boiling  over,  others  that  it  began  in  the 
cotnmiffioncr'swalh-houfeorbrcw-houfe; 
but  lime  may  Ibew.  We  have  as  yet  not 
been  able  to  know  the  lofs  of  lives  on 
this  drcadl'ul  occaiion,  but  fame  have 
been  loft,  and  many  limbs  broken.  It 
Hill  continues  to  burn,  but  1  hope  not 
fo  as  tocommunicate  any  further,  though 
there  is  fomc  danger  of  it.  The  4th  of
